Editorial 


Quite a few have asked for hunting 
stories in Precision Shooting, but we 
are a little reluctant to initiate this 
practice without a better sampling 
of opinion than presently available. 
Those who feel one way or the other 
should drop us a line. 

International. Benchrest Shooters 
and Precision Shooting have grown 
to the point that both are in reason- 
able financial shape. IBS now has 
approximately 200 more: members 
than the organization had at the time 
of the division in 1970. From this 
standpoint both IBS and NBRSA have 
benefited. Judging from membership 
alone, some things are being done 
right. 

We have one problem which is 
recognized by all with concern for 
the future of bench rest shooting. 
That problem is the lack of a range 
adequate to handle more than 175 
shooters in the Varmint Class 
Championships. Johnstown, the only 
50-bench range available to IBS at 
the present time, states that they are 
unable to procure the help for a four 
day shoot. For this reason Johns- 
town refuses to hold the Varmint 
Championships. This means that, if 
we are to have even the possibility 
of 150 to 200 shooters at the Varmint 
Championships, the classes will need 
to be separated and held on different 
shooting dates. Almost no one wants 
this to happen. Nevertheless, it 
would be impossible to handle more 
than 100 shooters per day through a 
complete 100 to 200 yd. course on a 
25-bench range. Actually it would 
take a super efficient crew to handle 
100 shooters. 

Under these circumstances our best 
bet is to campaign for a 50-bench 
range. It has been reported that both 
Camillus and Hartford are capable of 
doing the job. There may be others. 

If the money and the property 
were available, here are some of the 
recommendations: 

(1) Locate on a camp ground site 
the equivalent of a KOA in order to 
provide water and power hook up 
for the recreation vehicles and tent- 
ers. This would also include a bank 
of showers and rest rooms. 

(2) Provide a 50-bench covered 
range firing north in open country 
that can be kept open, such as those 
in the Southwest. 

(3) Make the benches with the 
shooter opening at the rear center 
to avoid right and left hand shooter 
interference. 


(4) If a caterer or equivalent is 
not available, provide vending ma- 
chines with at least provision for 
breakfast and lunch. 

(5) Locate not too far from an 
interstate highway and_ preferably 
not too far from a main line airport. 

(6) Develop an attitude that the 
shooter is the customer the range 
personnel are attempting to satisfy. 
Haven’t you been at matches where 
the attitude was evident that the 
shooters were there to contribute 
entry fees to the club and the club 
was doing the shooters a favor in 
holding the tournament?

ANNUAL MEETING 
Official Notice 


The Annual Meeting of I.B.S. is to 
be held January 13 & 14, 1973 at the 
George Washington Motor Lodge in 
Allentown, Penna. Dr. Lewis Knox 
is Chairman of the Arrangements 
Committee. There will be a special 
program for the ladies. 


The bylaws of I.B.S. require the 
publishing of the agenda of the Annu- 
al Meeting for three successive issues 
(i.e. 3 months) in the official journal 
“Precision Shooting” prior to the 
meeting. 

The members of the Executive 
Committee have been requesting the 
members to submit items for dis- 
cussion and necessary action since 
the last annual meeting. The follow- 
ing list of proposals are those that 
have been suggested and will be in- 
cluded in the agenda of the Annual 
Meeting. 


1. Committee reports including de- 
layed and/or tabled committee re- 
ports. 


2. Report of the Referee School 
and Range Officers School. 


3. Consideration of continuing 
NBRSA Liaison Committee. 


4. Consideration of establishing 
the Powder-Puff Match as an annual 
event to be held at the time of the 
International Varmint Championship 
matches. 
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5. A fly sheet should be printed 
and distributed with the Precision 
Shooting magazine containing the 
additions and corrections of rules to 
the Rule Book. 

6. Determine a means to partly 
subsidize directors traveling long dis- 
tances to the annual meeting such as 
an assessment per gun for a regis- 
tered match, shot for center matches, 
etc. 

7. Addition to Rule Book—If a 
match must be stopped the Range 
Officer must add one extra minute 
to the time limit for each time the 
match stopped. 

8. Consideration on whether an 
International Championship Match 
for Bench Rest and Experimental 
rifles consist of 5 ten shot matches 
or 10 ten shot matches — tabled from 
last year. 

9. Addition to the Rule Book— 
Flags may be placed by individuals 
prior to drawing for benches. Moving 
of flags after drawing for benches 
may be by permission of Range Offi- 
cer only and then the Referees must 
check thru the scope of the com- 
petitor to ascertain that interference 
actually exists. 

10. Discuss mental alertness dur- 
ing a match and recommend an atti- 
tude that Range Officers and Referees 
can pursue with official I.B.S. sanc- 
tion.

11. Clarification and addition to 
the Rule Book for Varmint rifles 
only on the question of permitting 
a barrel to be permanently fastened 
to the stock allowing the receiver to 
float. 

12. Recommend but not mandate 
whether championship matches 
should be held during the week or 
encompass the week-end to provide 
travel time for competitors traveling 
long distances. 

13. Consideration of holding one 
complete class per day for Sporter 
and Light Varmint at championship 
matches. 

14. Explore the possibility of two 
different championship matches. 
Light Varmint and Sporter at one 
time and Heavy Varmint at another 
time. 

15. Increase dues or range fees to 
cover cost of leasing a home range 
with adequate facilities to conduct a 
championship match. 

16. Increase dues or range fees to 
establish a paid professional squad. 
to conduct matches. 

17. Change the rules to allow 
match officials to compete in regis- 
tered tournaments but not score their 
own targets. 

18. Permit competitor participa- 
tion in changing targets, working 
target crew and scale measure targets 
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for official scorer. This will hope- 
fully provide greater inducement for 
various ranges to conduct matches. 

19. Have I.B.S. official weights 
available on lend basis for one tour- 
nament period only or to have travel- 
ing master weights. 

20. Provide official I.B.S. measur- 
ing device for each member of the 
Measuring Committee during their 
tenure as a committee member. 

21. Match winners at champion- 
ship matches may have the option 
of receiving a patch or tie. 

22. Change the name from Inter- 
national Benchrest Shooters to Inter- 
national Benchrest Riflemen. 

23. Discuss the possibility of 
having a column in P.S. to introduce 
new shooters attending their first 
L.B.S. registered match. 

24. A means be established of 
eliminating the area between sighter 
target and record target as a “no 
man’s land” and clarify for addition 
to the Rule Book where the sighter 
target ends and the record target 
begins. 

25. Discuss the possibility of al- 
leviating the penalty of a shot fired 
as a result of malfunction of the rifle. 

26. Consideration that we draw 
for benches at time of registering 
for match and not weigh guns prior 
to shooting. At end of match weigh 
the top ten. This does not mean to 
discourage a “spot check” for weight 
during the match. 

27. When rotating benches, speci- 
fy an elapsed time between command 
to place rifles on the benches and 
command to commence firing. 

28. Discuss the advisability of 
using the best 5 out of 6 targets for 
aggregate record. 

29. Clarify and add to the Rule 
Book the penalty for a cross fire. 

30. Mandatory that flags be pro- 
vided by host range at all registered 
matches. 

31. Require alternating benches in 
all registered matches. Note this will 
require an increase in match fees. 

32. Establish who is to be re- 
sponsible for targets at a champion- 
ship match. How long are the back- 
ers to be saved for reference. 

33. Discuss an “Act of God” hap- 
pening where only one or any small 
number of shooters on a relay is in- 
volved and include a statement in 
the rules as a guideline for referees. 

34. Discuss as an addition to the 
rule book to give a 15 second warn- 
ing as well as a 2 minute warning. 

35. Establish requirements for 
membership as a club. 

36. Discuss a means of awarding 
a patch or trophy at all registered 
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matches for 100 yard aggregate and 
200 yard aggregate. 

37. Discuss adoption of advance 
registration forms with a $5.00 mini- 
mum deposit for all registered 
matches. 

38. Suggest universal nomen- 
clature for registered matches as fol- 
lows: Warm up, Match Nos. 1, 2, 3, 
4, and 5. Correct forms accordingly. 

39. Review International Records. 


40. That the Executive Board 
adopt, revise and maintain a list of 
questions to be presented to candi- 
dates for the offices of President and 
Treasurer; the answers to said ques- 
tions to be published in Precision 
Shooting magazine prior to the in- 
clusion of the annual ballot. The 
express purpose of these questions 
to enable the voting membership to 
know each candidate’s standing on 
important issues prior to his election 
to office. That the Executive Board 
further use the same questions and 
each candidate’s answer to them in 
their determination of the candidates 
for the offices of Vice President, 
Second Vice President and Secretary. 


Specific suggestions as to the ques- 
tions to be submitted would revolve 
around the following: 


Candidate’s stand on gun legis- 
lation and registration. Candi- 
date’s stand on cooperation, liai- 
son and possible merger with 
other benchrest shooting associ- 
ations. Candidate’s stand toward 
minority groups and their par- 
ticipation within the I.B.S. mem- 
bership. 


The above are submitted as ex- 
amples only of questions that might 
be developed by the Executive Board. 

All directors should remember that 
they represent the views of the local 
club members at the Annual Meet- 
ing. As such the directors should 
represent same either personally or 
by proxy. If you can not attend 
send your proxy detailed voting in- 
structions.

THE END OF 
THE SEASON ... 


or the 
Beginning ? 


The big shooting events of the 1972 
shooting season are over now. The 
shooting events of the Twentieth 
Olympiad in Munich were closed on 
a victorious note for U.S.A. shooters 
—indeed one of the best American 
international rifle performances ever. 
The 1972 National Rifle and Pistol 
championships have been successful- 
ly completed again at Camp Perry, 
Ohio. Practically all of the important 
regional and state championships are 
now over. For most of our shooters, 
the 1972 shooting season has ended. 


But just as the coming of fall marks 
the end of one shooting season, it is 
also the beginning of the next shoot- 
ing season. The Olympic Games are 
no sooner over and the top inter- 
national shooters in the world are 
already planning ahead and training 
for next summer and the 1974 World 
Championships that follow. When 
Olympic Gold medalist Jack Writer 
wrote me right after the Olympics, 
he told me about his plans to spend 
the fall on intense 50 meter training 
and then to spend much of 1973 im- 
proving his all-around ability with 
the many different rifles that are 
used in the World Championships. 
The months of September through 
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November are certainly not a time 
when these top marksmen forget 
about shooting. 

Neither should it be a time when 
any other serious shooter forgets 
about his sport. The college and 
high school shooting season starts 
up again in the fall and many of the 
most important intercollegiate and 
high school matches take place be- 
fore the first of the year. Although 
the outdoor season is or soon will be 
over, many of these same shooters 
are already looking ahead to the 
start of the gallery rifle and pistol 
leagues in November and December. 
There may be a temporary lull in 
shooting activities now, but the start 
of the new shooting competition 
season is already in sight. 

In many respects, the fall is one 
of the most pleasant times of all for 
shooters. With the summer match 
season over and next year’s matches 
not yet here, it becomes a time of 
relaxation. The frustrations of the 
worst matches last summer have al- 
ready been dulled by time, and yet a 
shooter can still look back and savor 
his successes. It is also a time of 
anticipation, because it is a time to 
look ahead to the excitement of next 
year’s matches. But most important- 
ly, it is a time to do something about 
attaining more successes next year. 
In the unhurried and relaxed atmos- 
phere of fall, it is possible to ac- 
complish more than during any other 
time of the year. 

Even though the shooter doesn’t 
have any competitive events in the 
fall, this time is in many ways the 
most important time of the whole 
shooting year. It is important be- 
cause this is the time when the shoot- 
er lays the foundation for the entire 
year of shooting. If he fails to take 
advantage of the time he has during 
the fall, he will find himself facing 
the start of the match season in the 
same condition he was in when he 
finished the last season and nothing 
will have been gained. Once the 
match season starts it is often im- 
possible to accomplish the equipment 
and technique changes that should 
have been made. It is too late then. 

It is essential that every shooter 
have a period during his competitive 
year when he does not have any im- 
portant matches at all. This period 
at the beginning of the training year 
should last two to four months. If 
any matches are fired then, they 
should be local and relatively unim- 
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portant. This time is important to 
the shooter because he needs time to 
unwind, to relax. If he must spend 
12 months out of every year keeping 
himself “up” for big matches, he will 
soon exhaust himself psychologically. 

The shooter also needs this so- 
called rest period at the beginning 
of the shooting year because he 
needs a time to experiment with his 
position and technique weaknesses 
and to get his equipment back into 
top-notch shape again. The fall is 
an ideal time to test rifles and ammu- 
nition to work out the best combi- 
nations for next year. If a barrel or 
load was performing poorly during 
the summer, now is the time to de- 
termine whether another load or lot 
of ammo will cure the problem, or 
whether the bedding must be re- 
done, or whether a new barrel needs 
to be installed. The shooter who 
attempts to do these tasks just be- 
fore a match always has to rush and 
usually never has the time to do a 
very good job. 

Many shooters make the mistake 
of trying to change features on their 
rifles during the match season, es- 
pecially after a bad score or two. 
The best time for these changes is 
during the fall when the shooter has 
time to experiment. During the sum- 
mer he should have made some notes 
about stock design or accessory 
features that he thought weren’t 
right. Perhaps the palm rest was 
not sitting in the hand correctly. 
Perhaps the pistol grip did not allow 
the hand free access to the trigger. 
Or perhaps the cheek-piece did not 
properly support the face. 

It often takes several weeks or even 
months to adapt to changes, even 
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changes which technically and me- 
chanically are superior. By making 
these changes in the fall, the shooter 
has a chance to try them in a relaxed 
training atmosphere before he has 
to use them in matches again. 

The fall is also the time for the 
shooter to make position or tech- 
nique changes. A shooter who has 
a weak kneeling position shouldn’t 
do his experimenting in the summer 
by using a different kneeling position 
at every match. Instead, he should 
stick with his old position until fall 
comes. Then he will be able to give 
his new position a chance before it 
has to produce under pressure. So 
much of shooting progress involves 
complex habit formations. When- 
ever a position is changed, many 
parts of the body have to learn new 
habits. This obviously takes time, 
and that kind of time is usually avail- 
able only in the fall. 

The time it takes to learn a new 
position or technique is generally so 
long that the shooter should put a 
stop to all changes and experiments 
before the end of the fall training 
period. If he does this, his body and 
mind will have enough time between 
then and the most important matches 
in the summer to really learn the 
new habits and actions involved in 
the change. 

The most valuable use of the train- 
ing time in the fall can be when this 
time becomes a period of evaluation 
of last summer’s matches. This is 
where a shooting diary is so useful. 
After a few weeks, it is so easy to 
forget all the bad matches and bad 
scores and remember only the good 
ones. Using the diary to go back 
through all the scores will help to 
show the shooter where he needs to 
make changes or corrections. It will 
also show him what things should be 
emphasized during his fall training. 

Many good shooters make the fall 
a time of special emphasis. A shoot- 
er with a weak position might decide 
to spend a disproportionate share of 
training time on that position in the 
fall even if it means he will shoot the 
other positions only once or twice a 
week. Many shooters use this as a 
time to build their standing position 
scores. Some excellent shooters even 
start their shooting year by spending 
virtually all of their training time in 
standing. They get back to kneeling 
and prone only after a two or three 
month period of intense standing po- 
sition training. 

Most competitors don’t like to do 
a lot of hard running or physical 
training just before the important 
summer matches so they find that 
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their physicial condition often de- 
teriorates towards the end of the 
shooting season. The fall months 
are the perfect time to redevelop a 
shooter’s physical condition. In an 
ideal training program, more physi- 
cal training is done in the fall than 
any other time of the year. 20-40% 
of the actual training time in the fall 
should be spent in non-shooting ac- 
tivities including primarily physical 
training. Fall is the time to get in 
condition, while the remainder of 
the training year should be a time 
when the physical condition built in 
the fall is maintained but not in- 
creased. 

The fall months are also a time of 
goal setting. Too many shooters just 
keep on letting the months and years 
catch up with them without ever set- 
ting any firm goals. They apparent- 
ly do not realize the beneficial effect 
of having an attainable goal or set of 
goals. Olympic champ Jack Writer 
undoubtedly set his goal at winning 
several World Championships in 
1974. Another shooter might set his 
goals at winning his own state 
championship and placing in the top 
50 at Camp Perry. The better col- 
lege shooters wilk set their goal at 
trying to make the All-American 
team. Still other shooters will be 
trying to shoot a certain competition 
score or make master class. 

Whatever a shooter’s goals are, 
they do give him something concrete 
to attain compared to the vague idea 
of just continuing to shoot in hopes 
of getting a good score. Goals are 
important and the relaxed setting of 
fall is the time to set them. 


It should be easy to see now that 
the months of September, October 
and November are not a “dead time” 
in the shooter’s year. Rather they 
are the beginning, and in many ways 
the most important part, of the en- 
tire shooting year. The experiments, 
changes, conditioning and training 
that can be done effectively only 
during this period when there are 
no important matches are the real 
determining factor as to how well 
the matches next spring and summer 
are going to go. 

Perhaps a personal example will 
show you what I mean. In Septem- 
ber of 1961, I had planned to get out 
of the Army and go back to college. 
Just four days before my release 
date, our First Sergeant informed me 
I had been extended six months be- 
cause of the Berlin crisis. As far as 
the Army was concerned, all that 
meant was keeping another warm 
body in uniform, but those extra 
months did give me a chance to go 


back to the Marksmanship Training 
Unit’s range at Fort Benning for a 
whole fall of uninterrupted shooting. 

With the World Championships 
coming up in October of 1962, I de- 
cided I would use that time to final- 
ize some position changes I had been 
working on for a long time and to 
get my standing scores up in the 
middle 370’s where I felt they. had to 
be if I were going to have a chance 
in Cairo. Without having any match- 
es to prepare for, I was able to make 
solid progress in those extra few 
months than in any other compara- 
ble period of my shooting career. I 
still feel it was my extra heavy train- 
ing during the fall of 1961 that paved 
the way for my results in Cairo the 
following October. 


Here’s hoping you can use this fall 
to mark the beginning of the most 
successful shooting season you ever 
had.

FERRIS PINDELL

When you look at personable Fer- 
ris Pindell today and note the slight- 
ly receding hairline and the partially 
grey hair it is hard to believe that 
this man, now 52 years of age, was 
in there shooting up a storm with the 
old timers TWENTY-THREE years 
ago. That is how long Ferris has 
been a benchrest shooter and he be- 
came a competitor in his first regis- 
tered match on July 4th, 1949 when 
he won the 100 yard aggregate in 
the benchrest class at Bradford, Pa. 
Now, twenty-three years, nine World 
Records and five National Champion- 
ships later, he is a competitor to be 
reckoned with at any benchrest 
match he attends. It is because we 
think the years in between have re- 
sulted in some interesting achieve- 
ments and knowledge that the idea 
for this story came along. 


Pindell had been a varmint and 
smallbore shooter around Richmond, 
Indiana where he was employed as 
a tool maker, spending many of his 
years with the Knowles Tool Co. 
which he considers to have been one 
of the finest equipped precision tool 
companies around and he readily

credits the company and his fellow 
workers for a great deal of his help 
in developing contending benchrest 
rifles through the years. He also 
credits a lasting friendship and corre- 
spondence with Ralph Pride, maker 
of the Pride Rifle barrels, as proba- 
bly helping him more than anyone 
else in printing his name consistently 
in the shooting annals through the 
years. 

In the early years of 1949 and 1950 
our younger Ferris Pindell shot from 
sandbags and sometime in the early 
50’s Ralph Pride came to Johnstown 
with a rear sandbag rest capable of 
elevation and windage adjustment. 
This was the beginning of the me- 
chanical rest and Pindell has fired 
from this type of rest since their in- 
ception in the early years. Starting 
with a .219 Donaldson Wasp, THE 
cartridge of that era, Ferris was 
quick to switch to the 30 caliber 
after the beginning successes of Bru- 
non Boroszewski and George Kelbly. 
Almost without exception, he has re- 
mained a 30 caliber shooter to this 
day. Twice the 100 yard National 
Champion with the .219 Donaldson, 
his two 200 yard National Champi- 
onships and the Grand National 
Championship were all won with the 
30 caliber. He recalls that the first 
couple of World Records were made 
from sandbags but the balance of his 
total of nine were made while firing 
from mechanical rests. All five of 
the National Championships were 
fired from the mechanical rests. 

Ferris feels that few shooters to- 
day are aware of the impact that the 
work of Ralph Pride has had on the 
game of benchrest shooting. The 
Portland, Oregon barrel maker was 
the first to prove in 1949 that a 
stronger action was needed to im- 
prove accuracy and he later designed 
the Weber action, a fact known by 
few of today’s shooters though the 
Weber remains as one of the most 
coveted of the actions in the game. 

In 1966 Pindell was persuaded to 
leave his native Indiana and go to 
work for the Sierra Bullet Co. in

Whittier, California where he re- 
mained until early 1971. Pindell had 
made his own competitive bullets 
since the early matches and one set 
of 30 caliber dies for a flat base bullet 
with which he set a 200 yard/300 
meter record at Chippewa, Ohio be- 
fore going with Sierra. While at 
Sierra he made bullet dies, draw 
punches and did all the test shoot- 
ing. He recalls building a hard maple 
monster for testing bullets in the 
Sierra test tunnel and it was a return 
to battery rig on mechanical rests. 
Ferris does not subscribe to the often 
heard theory that bullets in flight do 
not go to sleep at 100 yards. In his 
years of testing bullets at Sierra they 
saw no evidence of this fact and he 
reports that the group obtained at 
200 yards were consistently double in 
size of those obtained at 100 yards. 
This fact remained so_ significant 
that now practically all of the Sierra 
bullet testing is done only at the 100 
yard distance. It is his considered 
opinion today that any load which 
will perform at 100 yards will also 
perform equally as well at 200 yards. 
Pindell also credits Frank Snow of 
Sierra, whom he considers as one 
of the most knowledgeable bullet 
makers in the country, as being re- 
sponsible in part for his consistent 
achievements in the benchrest game. 
Pindell warns shooters that Sierra is 
still one of the finest sources of bullet 
jackets and suggests they should al- 
ways remember that Sierra is trying 
to please the most exacting people in 
shooting. Crank letters in the past 
have, at times, threatened to stop the 
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sale of jackets from Sierra as jacket 
sales still remain a small portion of 
their total sales. 


Pindell is the first to admit that 
some of his theories will probably 
not meet with total approval among 
the benchrest clan but is nevertheless 
convinced that seating depth is an 
extremely important factor in total 
accuracy in addition to his three ‘B’s; 
bedding, bullets and barrels. Of par- 
ticular note is the fact he seats all 
bullets .010” to .015” into the lands 
but hastens to add that this seating 
WILL NOT show engraving on the 
bullet. It takes seating of approxi- 
mately .025” into the lands to actual- 
ly engrave the bullet and this may 
perhaps shed some light on the long 
disputed theories of whether to seat 
into the lands or not. Since many 
shooters seat bullets until they 
achieve engraving and then back off 
.010” thinking they are then jumping 
the bullets slightly into the lands, 
they are, according to Pindell, still 
seating from .010” to .015” into the 
lands. 


A system of determining this seat- 
ing depth exactly was developed by 
Ralph Pride wherein a piece of barrel 
is chambered with the same chamber- 
ing reamer and used as a bullet seat- 
ing determining guide to more close- 
ly approach the exact contact point. 
This is a system not readily avail- 
able to the non-gunsmith shooter so 
the above engraving point can be 
used as a guide. It is Pindell’s opinion 
that if bullets do actually jump into 
the barrel both accuracy and barrel 
life will suffer. He also cites the 
fact that bullets .0005” over or under 
groove diameter will shoot well but 
tests have shown that bullets slightly 
oversize gave longer barrel life. This 
fact was substantiated by Pindell by 
making a gauge to determine the 
actual wear in the barrel during its 
accuracy life. Some of the twists of 
rifling used by Pindell will as he 
puts it, “raise a few eyebrows,” as 
he is currently firing a .308 chamber 
with an A&M barrel having a twist 
of one turn in ELEVEN inches. This 
barrel shoots the 168 gr. and 200 gr. 
bullets equally well and at both dis- 
stances of 100 and 200 yards. Ferris 
believes he is the first .30 caliber 
shooter to have won a total aggre- 
gate using 200 gr. bullets all the way 
when he recently accomplished the 
wins at 200 yards, 300 yards and the 
Grand at St. Louis. Planning toward 
the Stittsville shoot this fall he will 
shoot the 200 gr. bullets again at 200 
yards, 300 yards and says he hopes 
it will be “windy as hell up there.” 
He is currently experimenting with 
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a benchrest rifle in .30-06 caliber 
also with the faster twist rate in the 
barrel. He feels that chrome-moly 
barrels used with cases of over 30 
gr. powder capacity will give longer 
barrel life than stainless steel barrels, 
a fact that many big bore position 
shooters agree with. 

Pindell prefers A&M and Garrot 
cut rifled barrels as he feels that the 
cut rifling may just provide the ulti- 
mate finish in a barrel. He cites the 
smoothness of a set of gauge blocks 
that have been machined to such a 
degree of smoothness that friction 
between them is actually increased 
because of the smoothness. His feel- 
ing is that some barrels may be too 
smooth thus setting up extra friction 
between the bullet and the barrel 
and perhaps leading to an increase 
in fouling. On the other hand the 
barrel cannot be rough. Presently 
the A&M barrels he is using have 
not been lapped either by the maker 
or by him. Garrott barrels are lapped 
on top of the lands only. 

Of the nine Pindell World Records, 
four have been for individual groups 
and the other five for aggregates. 
He has held the 10 shot 100 yard 
World Record he thinks continuously 
since 1955, having broken this record 
four times, and currently holds the 
138” 10 shot 100 yard record which 
was fired at Kansas City in 1969. He 
considers bedding to be probably the 
single most significant factor in 
making an accurate rifle but hastens 
to add that good ammunition is an 
absolute must. He advocates tight 
neck tolerances, turning of case 
necks to dead concentricity and 
states emphatically that the total 
indicator reading (TIR) of a finished 
loaded round should not exceed .001”. 
Good loading dies, both sizing and 
seating, are necessary to achieve 
cartridges which will pass this rigid 
test. 

When asked about other top notch 
benchrest shooters Ferris was quick 
to point. out that veteran shooters 
Cline Deere and Ralph Stolle can 
never be counted out of a match 
and he thinks that two of the most 
promising young shooters are Herb 
Stark and Don Geraci. The game 
has many shooters both young and 
old who, with a bit of luck, are capa- 
ble at any time of winning it all. 

Having left Sierra to return to 
Indiana and establish his own tool 
shop in early 1971 Pindell presently 
makes punches, dies and gauges for 
several of the major arms companies. 
When time permits he will make tool 
steel bullet making dies for bench- 
rest shooters. They are priced at 


$400 per set which includes rework- 
ing an RCBS Rockchucker press to 
the larger thread size and to be dead 
concentric with the ram. (Purchaser 
must furnish his own press.) He also 
makes the exceptionally nice outside 
case neck turning tool described 
previously in the Tight Necked Tur- 
key articles in this magazine. It is 
priced at $29.50 for one caliber. 

His company name is Pindell’s Pre- 
cision Tooling at R#3, Box 205, Con- 
nersville, Ind. which coincidentally 
is only 30 miles from where he be- 
gan his tool making career at Rich- 
mond in 1940. He will also chamber 
and fit barrels for benchrest shooters. 

One of my favorite questions 
which I like to pop at a shooter 
during an interview concerns the 
ranges he shoots on and what he 
thinks about them. In the East Pin- 
dell feels that the new Kelbly Rifle 
Range is one of the easiest to shoot 
on and he considers Reed’s Run to 
be the toughest. This in spite of the 
fact that his Grand National Champi- 
onship and one of his 200 yards 
National Championships came on the 
Reed’s Run terrain. It is his opinion 
that a sheltered range will have more 
undetected shifts and changes than 
will the range located more out in 
the open where a prevailing con- 
dition predominates. His other 
National Championships were won 
at Johnstown, N. Y., Tulsa, Okla., 
and Abilene, Texas for what has to 
be a pretty well rounded represen- 
tation of ranges. 


Add to the achievements, experi- 
ence and ability listed above, one 
real personable fellow and you have 
Mr. Ferris Pindell, one of those rare 
specimens of what I call a rifleman’s 
rifleman.

HORNBECK ARTICLE GETS 
RESPONSE FROM ENGLAND 


In the June issue of Precision 
Shooting, Lt. Col. Hornbeck mentions 
that the recoil lug on bolt action 
rifles should not touch the bottom of 
the bedding, and if a tapered lug is 
used, it should also be clear at the 
sides. Could you tell us what effect 
on accuracy you would expect from 
a rifle which did touch the bottom 
of the bedding. Also, is it preferable 
not to have the lug touching the sides 
on rifles with ’98 and P. 14 actions? 
We are of the opinion that there 
should be clearance at the bottom 
and sides but there are many who 
do not agree with us and bed their 
rifles so that the bedding touches all 
round the recoil lug as well as along 
the sides of the action. 

Regarding extending the bedding 
along the barrel. Is it best to end 
the bedding at the front of the re- 
ceiver, extend it along the barrel 
for 2” but so that it only touches 
the barrel between 4 o’clock and 8 
o’clock, extend it along the barrel 
for 2” so that it touches the barrel 
right up to the height of the stock 
sides? 

Lt. Col. Hornbeck states that a 
good trigger mechanism is essential 
and we would like his recommen-

dation for one to fit the Mauser ’98 
action, and take a pull of just over 
4 lbs. Preferably a double pull trig- 
ger which is fully adjustable with 
about 2 ibs. on the first pull. We 
have used Canjars which are excel- 
lent but single stage and some prefer 
the double pull. 

We would also like to know if Lt. 
Col. Hornbeck has any bullet/bore 
diameters to recommend. The Royal 
Arsenal target barrels are bored to 
0.2975” and not the normal 0.300”. 
These tight barrels seem to shoot the 
Military 145 grain cartridges better 
than they shoot the 185 grain Match 
cartridges, but their grouping is 
worse than the 0.300” bore using 170 
grain or 185 grain Match ammunition. 
In short the 0.2975 barrels do not 
shoot well anyway, but they shoot 
the 145 grain Military ammunition 
better than they shoot a first class 
170 or 185 grain Match ammunition. 
What is the best combination for 
Match shooting and do you recom- 
mend the 170 grain bullet up to 300 
yards and the 185 grain for 500 yards 
up to the 1200 yard range, or is this 
a personal choice of the shooter? 

We look forward to receiving your 
comments and if you would like a 
copy of the report on the Ammu- 
unition Study Period held by the

year where the accuracy of the tight 
barrels referred to was discussed, 
together with the findings of the 
Bench Rest shooting tests which 
were carried out at the time, we will 
be pleased to forward a copy.

We have very little knowledge of 
your match bullets in England. Cer- 
tainly our experience here is that a 
.300 bore and .308 groove diameter 
shoots the 168 grain hollow point 
boat-tail match available from Sierra, 
Remington, and Winchester, with 
what would probably be called su- 
perior accuracy. 5-shot group aver- 
ages in an 11-Ilb. rifle will ordinarily 
be under .75”. 

We are not acquainted with any 
trigger mechanism for the Mauser 
which will supply double pull of 
match quality. The practice here in 
bedding Mauser actions is to extend 
the epoxy beneath the barrel for ap- 
proximately 2” and covering the full 
180° of the bottom of the barrel. Care 
should be taken not to go beyond 
180°; otherwise the action will be 
difficult to remove from the stock. 
Some shooters are able to bed the 
full surface of the bottom and sides 
of the recoil shoulder without detri- 
ment. It has something to do no 
doubt with the amount of shrinkage 
occurring in the epoxy, but most 
shooters prefer to relieve the sides 
and bottom in order to prevent the 
verticals that can occur from ex- 
cessive friction on the sides or from 
non-uniform tension on the bottom. 
If 1/2 minute of angle or better is 
expected with the components such 
as are available in the United States, 
then we feel clearing the sides and 
bottom will be a necessity.

Part of the country-wide cele- 
bration of National Hunting and 
Fishing Day, the special day-long 
program will be sponsored by Yale 
University’s Outdoor Education Cen- 
ter, in association with the Win- 
chester - Western Division of Olin 
Corporation and the following con- 
tributing organizations: The Ameri- 
can Red Cross, The Audubon Society, 
The Boy Scouts of America, the Con- 
necticut State Department of En- 
vironmental Protection, The Con- 
necticut Waterfowlers Association, 
Ducks Unlimited, The New England 
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Associated Field Trial Clubs, The 
Shore Line Retrievers Club and Trail- 
blazer by Winchester. 

Displays, demonstrations and par- 
ticipation will be the order of the 
day as scouts and their leaders troop 
through the 2,000-acre outdoor edu- 
cation center. At the Oliver F. Win- 
chester Shooting Fields, the shotgun 
games of trap and skeet will be 
demonstrated by accomplished shoot- 
ers powdering clay targets zipping 
through the air at 50 miles per hour. 
Scouts can test their own shooting 
eyes punching holes in paper targets 
at the precision air rifle range, which 
will be staffed throughout the day 
by Winchester men. 

In addition to an exhibition of 
duck and rail hunting boats and their 
proper handling, scouts will learn 
how to construct a duck hunting 
blind and watch retrieving dogs per- 
form on land and in water. Labra- 
dor and Golden retrievers, the best 


known and most popular retrieving 
breeds, will display their techniques 
under the skillful handling of mem- 
bers of the Shore Line Retrievers 
Club, who will explain the dogs’ 
functions and valued use in salvaging 
downed waterfowl that might other- 
wise be lost to the hunter. 

Angling techniques with fly, spin 
and bait casting rods will be demon- 
strated by Ed Migdalski, renowned 
fisherman and director of the Yale 
Outdoor Education Center. Besides 
casting instruction and practice, 
scouts will be shown how to care for 
and repair fishing tackle. 


Pitting their noses, instincts and 
training against live cock pheasants, 
stylish pointers and setters will ex- 
hibit their work in the field in a 
simulated hunt, under natural cover 
conditions. Blank cartridges will be 
used and the birds that are pointed 
and flushed will be permitted to es- 
cape unharmed to restock the sur- 
rounding area. 


Scouts also will be able to see and 
examine a typical camp site, com- 
plete with tents, cooking, lighting 
and heating equipment from Trail- 
blazer by Winchester. Other displays 
will include antique and modern 
waterfowl decoys and decoy carving 
by members of the Connecticut 
Waterfowlers Association and Ducks 
Unlimited, hawks and birds of prey 
by the Audubon Society; and a con- 
servation exhibit of fish and game 
common to the state, provided by 
the Connecticut State Department of 
Environmental Protection. A Con- 
necticut State Conservation officer 
will be on hand to discuss fish and 
game with scouts and to answer their 
questions. 


A demonstration of modern fish 
and game taxidermy, how to tie trout 
and kass flies, as well as the screen- 
ing of appropriate fish and wildlife 
movies will round out the special 
program,
